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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Saraf does not teach away from using a distance 
meter. In particular, Saraf teaches a photodiode (50) for producing a signal characteristic of the amount of light from the laser that is 
reflected from the image surface of the received media (column 4, lines 13-17). In response to the signal charateristic, the position of the 
lasers is tilted relative to the image surface of the received media (column 4, lines 33-36). Thus, Saraf teaches a motivation to control the 
autofocus of the beam based upon a detection scheme to determine and adjust the position of the lasers relative to the image surface in 
order to adjust. Buus discloses a distance meter (column 8, lines 41-42) for the purpose of maintaining a constant distance between the 
medium and laser device (column 8, lines 38-44). Maintaining a contant distance between the laser and medium is an advantage in 
controlling the autofocus of the beam on the medium. Thus, it would have been obvious to replace the photodiode (50) of Saraf with the 
distance meter of Buus for better controlling the autofocus of the beam. Further, this modification does not require an additional detection 
scheme. 
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
